INFORMATION ABOUT BRUSH MATERIALS AND HINTS 
ON THE CARE OF BRUSHES 


BRISTLE 


Virtually all bristle used in the making of brushes comes from 
hogs native to the coldest regions of China and Russia. There 
are many degrees of softness and stiffness in bristle, and a 
variety of natural lengths. The longest bristle of each class 
being the stiffest. 


Chinese bristles are nearly always jet black; two classes, how- 
ever, Chungking and Yunnan, are sometimes dark brown in 
color. Of the different sorts of Chinese bristle, Chungking 
and Yunnan are stiff, Superior Hankow, medium stiff, and 
Tientsin and Manchurian, soft. 


Russian bristle is usually Grey, Yellow or White, and comes 
in Stiff, Half-Stiff and Soft grades. 


Bristle is identified by its “‘Flag’ or split end. This “Flag” 
which is peculiar to bristle is what makes it uniquely valuable 
for brushes, particularly paint and varnish brushes, consisting 
as it does of from two to four or five fine hair filaments 
branching off the end of the bristle which help distribute the 
vehicle smoothly and uniformly over the surface. 


FIBRES 


BASS—Bass is a coarse to medium coarse fibre secured from 
a species of Piassaba palm growing in Africa and Brazil. 


BASSINE—Bassine, another fibre of coarse texture, is not 
quite as stiff or coarse as Bass. While similar in name the 
two fibres come from different sources, Bassine being the 
highest grade of fibre obtained from the Palmyra palm 
growing in India and Ceylon. 


PALMYRA—Palmyra is a fibre of medium coarse texture, 
but not as coarse or stiff as either Bass or Bassine. It is also 
obtained from the Palmyra palm, but in texture is unlike 
Bassine. 


PALMETTO — Palmetto, while not as coarse or stiff as 
Palmyra, is very tough and flexible. It is obtained from a 
dwarf palm growing in Florida. 


TAMPICO—Tanppico is the finest textured of the fibres and 
is obtained from a plant growing in Mexico. In its natural 
state, as prepared for the brush industry, it is yellowish white 
in color, but is sometimes dyed black or red for effect and is 
thus available, in White, Black, Grey (Black and White 
mixed) or “‘3-color’’ (Black, Red and White mixed). 


HAIR 


HORSEHAIR—Horsehair as used in brush-making is usually 
Black, Grey or White. It comes in various degrees of softness 
and stiffness, which are selected to meet specific job conditions. 


SQUIRREL HAIR—Squirrel, or Camel Hair, as it is usually 
called, is the softest hair used in brushes. While very soft it 
yet has the flexibility necessary to apply colors and light 
varnishes. 


BADGER HAIR—Badger hair comes in several grades or 
qualities, the best being known as “‘Silver Tip” and *‘Badger 
Casings,” and a cheaper grade as ““Middles.” It is identified 
by its characteristic white tip under which appears a black 
band. In the highest grades the color of the tip and band 
are intensified. It is used in flowing varnish brushes for fine 
finishing work and in brushes especially made for color 
blending. 


SKUNK HAIR — Skunk hair has almost the softness of 
“Camel Hair’ when used pure. It is used in certain industrial 
brushes where its peculiar texture is desired. 


GOAT HAIR—Goat hair as prepared for brush-making is 
exceptionally soft and fine, and is used in certain industrial 
brushes requiring its soft texture. 


RED SABLE—Red Sable is hair from Kolinsky tails. Kolin- 
sky is the fur of the red Tarter Marten which inhabits Tartary, 
Southern Siberia and Mongolia. It is used principally in 
Artists’ and Lettering Brushes, and is really the best material 
for the latter. It has strength, flexibility and is long wearing. 


OX-HAIR—Ox-Hair is obtained from the ears of bovine 
cattle, the best grades being had from cattle raised in cold 
climates. It is used in lettering brushes, and while not as 
fine or as long wearing as Red Sable it is much less costly. 


HINTS ON THE PROPER CARE OF 
PAINT AND VARNISH BRUSHES 


Brushes intended for the application of paint, varnish, enamel 
or lacquer should never be put into water before use as 
this is not only injurious to the working properties of the 
bristles, being one cause of ‘‘fingering,”’ but is likely to swell 
the handle and setting and expand or split the ferrule. 


Before putting a brush into use, it should be dipped into the 
material to be applied and rubbed back and forth several 
times on a rough board to remove any short or loose bristles 
not caught in the setting. 


When being used continuously, brushes may be allowed to 
remain in the paint can overnight, but they should be sus- 
pended from the edge of the can by means of a wire or nail 
driven into the handle, and not allowed to rest on their 
bristles on the bottom of the can. 


After use, brushes should be cleaned out thoroughly in a 
suitable solvent, and put away with the bristles wrapped in 
brown paper to preserve them from dust and keep them in 
proper shape for the next job. 


For cleaning brushes: Use turpentine or benzine for paint or 
varnish; methylated spirits for shellac, and lacquer thinner 
for lacquers. 


Brushes should not be kept in a damp nor in a very warm 
dry place. 


Do not use a paint or varnish brush as a duster; use a Painter’s 
Duster, which is made especially for this purpose. 


When cleaning, care should be taken that as much of the 
material as possible is removed from the heel of the brush 
(the point where the bristles emerge from the ferrule) as, if 
this is not done, the subsequent hardening of the material in 
which it has been used cuts down the usable length of bristle 
and so shortens the life of the brush. | It is almost impossible 
to remove paint or varnish from the heel of a brush complete- 
ly once it has hardened. 


HINTS ON THE PROPER CARE OF 
KALSOMINE BRUSHES 


A bristle kalsomine brush should never be used in newly 
slaked lime or strong chemical solutions, nor in hot tar or 
mixtures used for coating roofs. 


After use a kalsomine brush should be thoroughly washed out 
in clear water and hung up to dry where there is a circulation 
of air (e.g., not in an unventilated cupboard). While drying, 
the brush should be hung with the bristles downward. 


After washing and drying, if the brush is not to be used again 
for some time, it should be wrapped in brown paper to pre- 
serve the bristles from dust and keep them properly in place.
